New Website set to debut February 2006 — The new ad-
dress is www.gardnerkansas.gov and will be on-line Feb-
ruary 1, 2006. The process for paying your utility bills &
online will NOT change and will remain the same. Addi- E
tionally, your account number and PIN will NOT change. &
However, to access the City’s website you will have to
visit the new web address at www.gardnerkansas.gov
beginning February 1, 2006.

Like the process previously used, once you access the new website at
www.gardnerkansas.gov click the Pay Your Utility Bill or go to Utility Services Menu.
From there you will be able to enter your utility account number and PIN, then click
Sign On. You can check the amount of the last bill and when payment was received
under Account Information. Consumption Report includes color graphs to compare util-
ity use by billing cycle going back several years.

Wastewater Improvement and Development

The City of Gardner will begin accepting bids in late February for the Northside Lift Sta-
tion and force main along 167th Street which will be located near 167th and North Cen-
ter Street. Lines for this project were laid before the construction of the road along N.
Center Street. After an award of the contract, the construction will begin in April 2006
and is estimated to take nine to ten months to complete. The lift station will serve over
half of the City.

Design work continues to move forward to convert the aging Bull Creek Wastewater
Treatment facility located off of Meadowbrook Circle, north of the
railroad tracks, to a lift station that will connect to the Kill Creek
Wastewater Treatment Plant. The Bull Creek Wastewater Treat-
ment plant originally served all of Gardner, however, due to
population growth the new Kill Creek Wastewater Treatment
Plant was opened near 159th Street and Waverly Road in 2002.
The Kill Creek Treatment Plant can now serve 25,000 people
with expansion capability up to a population of 75,000. The Bull
Creek facility is in need of major repairs or replacement, and af-
ter a study, it was determined that replacing the Bull Creek Plant
with a lift station was the best long term solution. This is antici-
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Water Improvement and Development

Hillsdale Water Treatment Expansion
In 2005, the City began the expansion of the =
Hillsdale Water Plant from a 2 million gallon to |
a 4 million gallon a day plant. The clearwell
concrete is about 60% complete and the clari-
fiers and filters are formed. Concrete pours
began in late January and the project is
scheduled to be substantially complete by rTE
summer 2006 in time for peak demand. The : S ke
project's maximum guaranteed cost for the project is $7.359 million and will serve Gardner’s
growing need for water.

Water Main Extension Complete Along Moonlight, 167th, Madison and
Center Streets

Installation of the 12” water main extension along Moonlight Road,
north of Madison Street is nearing completion. This is part of a series of
improvements that will create better pressure for the water system and
complete loops that are needed for improved circulation.

Kill Creek Water Tower and Water Line Extension

The City of Gardner will receive bids in late February for the construc-
tion of a new water tower near 159th and Waverly. This new water tower will increase water
storage capacity and improve water pressure. Additionally, final designs will be completed in
early February for a new water line connecting from North Center Street and 167th to 159th and
Waverly. This water line loop the new water tower with the rest of the City’s water system to pro-
vide better water clarity.
